HURST  URBAN  DISTRICT 


Area  and  Population. 

The  area  of  the  Hurst  Urban  District  is  638  acres.  The 
population  (at  the  census  of  1911  w'as  7,858.  The  population  for 
the  year  1919,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  is— 

For  purposes  of  calculating  the  birth  rate  (total  population)  8,077.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character 
of  the  District. 

Hurst  is  bounded  on  the  north,  east  and  west  by  the  Rural 
District  of  Limehurst,  and  that  part  of  the  district  is  mainly  rural 
in  character.  On  the  south  the  district  adjoins  the  Borough  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  that  part  is  urban  in  character. 

The  surface  rises  rapidly  from  its  lowest  part,  Water  Street 
(south),  about  400ft.  O.D.,  to  its  highest  at  Moss  de  Lee  (east), 
about  600ft.  O.D. 

The  main  industries  are  those  of  cotton  spinning  and 
manufacturing.

There  were  154  births  registered  during  the  year.  The 
female  births  exceeded  those  of  males  by  2. 

The  illegitimate  births  registered  were  2 males  and  1 female. 
There  was  1 death  registered  of  an  illegitimate  infant  under  1 
year  of  age.  There  were  103  deaths  registered  during  the  year, 
54  males  and  49  females. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  4 year  of  age  was  9, 
6 males  and  3 females;  2 died  within  the  first  week  and  5 within 
the  first  month  of  life.  Prematurity  at  Birth  and  Congenital 
Debility  'was  the  cause  of  death  in  5 cases.  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia  was  the  cause  of  death  in  4 cases. 

Water*  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  extensive  reservoirs 
under  the  control  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Stalybridge  and 
Dukinfield  ^District)  Waterworks  Joint  Committee.  Of  the  various 
undertakings  in  connection  with  these  waterworks  the  Hurst 
Urban  District  Council  are  proprietors  to-  the  extent  of  about 
one-fifteenth  part,  and  are  represented  on  the  Joint  Committee 
by  one  member. 

The  water  is  collected  from  upland  gathering  grounds,  treated 
with  alumino-ferric  and  filtered.  Samples  are  taken  regularly  and 
examined  chemically,  bactericlogically  and  for  plumbo'-solvent 
action  by  Professor  Delepine  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Manchester. 

The  supply  is  constant.  No-  case  of  lead  poisoning  has  come 
under  my  notice  during  the  year. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  sewage  finds  its  way  into  the  streams,  and  all  effluent  from 
mills,  workshops,  &c.  is  directed  into  the  sewers.

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

Every  house  is  drained,  generally  by  means  of  a yard  drain, 
and  all  houses  are  disconnected  from  the  sew'ers  by  syphon  taps. 
The  whole  of  the  district  is  efficiently  drained  by  means  of  pipe 
sewers,  varying  from  9in.  to  18in.  in  diameter,  and  egg-shaped 
brick  sewers,  36in.  by  24in.  These  are  well  ventilated  by  man- 
holes and  lamp-holes,  and  when  necessary  are  flushed  with  water 
from  water-carts.  Owing  to’  the  nature  of  the  ground  the  sewers 
have  extremely  good  falls  and  ultimately  discharge  into  the  mam 
sewers  of  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne.  At  the  Ashton- 
under-Lyne  Sewage  Disposal  Works  the  sewage  is  first  strained, 
then  treated  with  a chemical  precipitant,  and  afterwards  passes 
through  primary  and  secondary  contact  beds  or  through  percolating 
filters.  The  effluent  passes  through  a humus  tank  before  discharge 
into  the  river.  The  sludge  taken  from  the  tanks  is  treated  with 
lime  and  pressed  to  form  sludge  cake,  which  is  deposited  on 
the  land.

Scavenging. 

House  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council’s  workmen  and 
deposited  on  tips  at  Ladbrooke  Road  and  Holebottom. 

During  the  past  five  years  moveable  ashtins  with  covers 
have  been  provided  to  replace  fixed  receptacles  at  ten  houses. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  the  officer  designated  by  the 
Local  Authority  to  undertake  the  special  inspection  of  houses  and 
to  keep  the  records  stipulated  by  Articles  II.  and  III.  of  the 
Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910.

General  character  of  defects  found  to  exist... Overcrowding, 

uncleanliness  and  general  disrepair. 

In  18  cases  informal  notice  of  nuisance  was  sent  to  various 
tenants  and  owners,  with  the  result  that  the  nuisances  were  abated. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district.  No 
offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  district. 
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Schools. 

The  water  supply  at  all  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  is 
good,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  sanitary  conditions,  with 
the  exception  of  the  closet  accommodation  at  Hurst  British 
Schools,  although  this  has  been  improved. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council. 

FOOD  —( a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  five  farms  with  cowsheds  and  dairies  and  six 
milkshops  in  the  district.  These  are  visited  every  two  months 
and  the  condition  found  reported  upon  to-  the  Council.  Generally 
the  farms  are  kept  in  a very  clean  condition. 

The  “Model”  Cow'shed  Regulations  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Council,  and  we  endeavour  to  bring*  the  farm  premises  in  the 
district  up  to  this  standard.  Samples  of  milk  are  taken  periodically 
by  the  police. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order  1918. 

At  the  School  for  Mothers  milk  is  supplied,  in  necessitous 
cases,  to-  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  to  infants  and  children 
under  five  years  of  age.  The  Council  are  making  arrangements 
for  the  continuance  of  the  supply  of  milk  at  the  School  and  are 
drawing  up  a scale  of  income  so  as  to  determine  which  are 
necessitous  cases. 

(b)  Other  Foods. 

The  bakehouses  and  slaughter-houses  are  regularly  inspected 
and  are  in  good  condition.  There  is  no  public  abbatoir  in  the 
district. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

87  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
38  in  the  West  Ward  and  49  in  the  East  Ward. 
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SMALL-POX. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year.  No 
vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

34  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  chiefly  from  September 
to  December.  There  was  1 death. 

MEASLES. 

8 cases  notified.  1 death. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  notified.  In  a doubtful  case  a swab  was  taken,  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  for  examination, 
and  found  to  give  a negative  reaction.  There  was  1 death  from 
Diphtheria,  the  case  being  a child  who  was  away  on  holiday,  and 
having  contracted  the  disease  was  admitted  to-  hospital  and  died. 

Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  Order,  1910,  Anti-toxin  is 
supplied  free  of  charge  in  necessitous  cases. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

1 case  was  notified.  A specimen  of  the  blood  was  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  gave  a negative 
reaction. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

6 cases  notified.  1 death  occurred  in  a hospital  outside  the 
district  three  months  after  having  been  notified  in  this  district. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

2 cases  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  School  for  Mothers  at  the  Primitive  Methodist  Sunday 
School,  Ormonde  Street,  is  managed  by  a Joint  Committee  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  Council  and  representatives  of  the 
School  for  Mothers.  Meetings  are  held  each  Wednesday  at 
2 p.m.  The  Health  Visitor,  with  the  assistance  of  voluntary 
workers,  weighs  the  babies  and  a record  is  kept  of  their  weight. 

Infant  consultations  are  held.  Your  Medical  Officer  examines 
the  babies  and  gives  advice  with  regard  to>  those  who  are  not 
making  satisfactory  progress  or  are  found  to  be  suffering  from 
minor  ailments. 

Expectant  mothers  are  interviewed  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
Health  talks  to>  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  are  given  each 
week  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

Classes  are  held  and  instruction  given  on  the  making,  re- 
making and  knitting  of  suitable  infant  garments. 

Milk  and  Virol  are  supplied  at  cost  price  in  certain  cases 
and  free  in  necessitous  cases.  The  Committee  are  drawing  up 
a scale  of  income  so  as  to'  determine  which  are  necessitous  cases.

There  were  no  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  during  the 
year. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified,  and  both 
were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Both  cases  were  of  a mild 
type  and  recovered  without  permanent  injury  to  either  eye.

All  newly-born  infants  are  visited  after  the  tenth  day,  or  as 
soon  as  the  Doctor  or  Nurse  has  ceased  attending.  Advice  is  given 
as  to  the  method  of  bathing  and  dressing  the  infant. 

Expectant  mothers  are  visited  as  soon  at  the  Health  Visitor 
gets  to  know.  If  the  mother  has  consulted  her  doctor  or  nurse 
the  Health  Visitor  helps  to-  carry  out  instructions.  If  the  mother 
has  not  seen  or  engaged  her  nurse  or  doctor  the  Health  Visitor 
advises  her  to  do1  so  as  early  as  possible,  and  invites  her  to  come 
to  the  consultations  at  the  School  for  Mothers. 
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Sanitary  Administration. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  the  Inspector  of  Houses  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  1890  to  1919,  and  is  also  in  charge  of  the 
scavenging. 

There  is  ample  accomodation  for  the  treatment  of  Small-pox 
cases  at  the  Small-pox  Hospital  belonging  tO'  the  Ashton-under- 
Lyne  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board,  to  which  body  the  Hurst 
Urban  District  Council  send  one  representative. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  other  than 
Small-pox  can  be  obtained  by  arrangemnt  with  the  Borough  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne,  if  beds  are  available  in  their  Hospital.  It 
would  be  more  satisfactory  if  there  were  a joint  hospital  such 
as  is  provided  for  cases  of  Small-pox. 

The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  has  been 
adopted.  The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  has 
been  adopted.  The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907, 
has  not  been  adopted. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

During  the  year  one-  specimen  of  blood  was  examined  by 
the  Widal  test,  and  gave  a negative  reaction.  One  swab  from  a 
suspected  case  of  Diphtheria  was  examined,  and  the  result  was  a 
negative  reaction.

Owing  to'  the  war  building  operations  have  been  at  a standstill 

for  two  or  three  years,  which  makes  house  accommodation  for 
the  working  classes  rather  scarce.

No  great  changes  in  the  population  have  taken  place  during 
the  year  or  are  anticipated  in  the  near  future  apart  from  the 
return  of  people  who  have  been  occupied  in  war  work. 

(3)  (a)  Extent  of  Shortage  or  excess  of  Houses. 

There  is  an  estimated  deficiency  of  housing  accommodation 
for  sixty  families.

A Housing  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  build  100  houses,  and  have  taken 
ten  acres  of  land  for  this  purpose,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
the  matter  was  being  dealt  with  by  the  District  Valuer. 

(II)  Overcrowding. 

On  the  basis  of  two-  persons  to<  one  room  there  were  6 cases 
of  overcrowding. 

On  the  basis  of  300  cubic  feet  of  air  space  sleeping  accom- 
modation per  person,  11  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered. 
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(HI)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  fairly  good, 
being  of  the  usual  character  in  industrial  areas,  but  some  of  the 
property  is  old  and  not  satisfying  modern  requirements.

SURVEYOR’S  REPORT. 


Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

There  are  five  mills  and  eighteen  workshops  in  the  district. 
All  the  above  are  inspected  every  two  months,  with  occasional 
visits  between.  The  condition  of  same  are  reported  upon  to  the 
Council.  The  mills  are  all  provided  with  modern  sanitary  con- 
veniences suitable  to-  both  sexes. 

The  requirements  of  the  Act  are  complied  with  at  both  mills 
and  workshops. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  district.  These  are 
all  visited  and  thoroughly  inspected  every  two  months,  but  in 
addition  to  these  regular  visits  unexpected  calls  are  frequently 
made.  The  slaughter-houses  are  in  good  condition  and  generally 
are  found  clean  and  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  twenty-three  bakehouses  above  the  ground  level. 
The  above  are  visited  every  twP  months  and  occasional  inspections 
made  in  the  intervals.  The  condition  in  which  these  are  found 
is  reported  upon  to  the  Council.  They  are  kept  as  a rule  very  clean. 

House  Inspection. 

House  tO'  house  inspection  is  carried  out  regularly  throughout 
the  year,  and  a record  is  kept. 
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Reports  are  made  monthly  to  the  Council  of  any  overcrowding, 
uncleanliness  or  other  defects.  When  any  nuisances  have  been 
found  notices  were  served  to-  abate  same,  which  were  complied  with. 

Very  satisfactory  results  are  obtained  by  a regular  system 
of  house  inspection.  Houses  are  kept  clean  and  overcrowding 
is  checked.  In  cases  where  nuisances  have  existed  there  has 
been  very  little  difficulty  in  getting  the  same  remedied. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  384  houses  visited 
and  inspected. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  regularly  each  month 
during  the  year  at  the  mills  and  workshops,  and  in  cases  where 
smoke  of  an  objectional  character  has  been  emitted  the  owner’s 
attention  has  been  called  to  the  matter.  A record  of  the  obser- 
vances is  kept  for  reference,  and  reports  of  same  are  made  to' 
the  Council  monthly.  It  is  found  that  regular  attention  to  above 
has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  emission  of  offensive  smoke  from 
the  mills  and  workshop'  chimneys.
